In this respect the United 
States feads every other country on 
earth. 

“It simply means that when 
women and children are brouglit in 
with their labor force to compete 
against the labor power of men, the 
whole family doesn’t earn any more 
than the man did alone when they; 
were not allowed to’ enter the field 
against him. In the Southern cot- 
ton mills children of 10 and 12 years 
are employed in direct compéetiticn 
with their fathers. There can b3® 
only one result. At the age of 59, 
statistics show, the man is earning 
only 9 cents an hour.”
